‘Self-Computerized*

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Thej 
state was granted a day’s re-' 
cess Tuesday in Sirhan Bishara 
Sirhan’s murder trial before! 
launching its cross examination 
of the star defense psychiatric 
witness. 

Dr. Bernard Diamond, a pro- 
fessor of law, psychiatry and 
:riminology at the University of 
California at Berkeley, testified 
VIonday that the 25-year-old Sir- 
lan was mentally ill and sub- 
consciously self-computerized 
:‘or assassination when he shot 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy on June 
j, 1968. 

With an occult manual, exper- 
iments with lights and candles, 
Dr. Diamond said that, unknow- 
ingly, Sirhan was “gradually 
programming himself, exactly 
like a computer is programmed 
by its magnetic tape, program- 
ming himself for the coming as- 
sassination.” 

This theory of the assassina- 
tion was scheduled for many at- j 
tacks by cross examiners for j
